Hock  Gets  Views 
on  Neutrality 
and  Peace.

Prof.  G.  Ottcrsberg  gave  some 
of  us  his  personal  opinions  on  the 
Iiresent  European  tvar  situation 
during  a  short  interview  last 
week: 

1.  Question;  Should  Roosevelt 
attempt  to  help  negotiate  peace 
between  Germany  and  the  Allies 
now  that  Germany  has  intimated 
that  she  wuuld  be  in  favor  of 
suth  a  move  on  the  part  of  Roose- 
\  cdt? 

Answer;  If  our  president  really 
wants  to  promote  peace,  he  should 
make  the  most  of  his  present  op¬ 
portunity.  However,  peace  at  the 
present  time  could  not  be  made 
*alisfactor>'  to  Britain  and  France. 

2.  Question:  If  a  peaceful  settle¬ 
ment  at  the  present  time  were  to 
jjive  Hitler  what  he  wants,  would 
his  imperialistic  policy  stop?
